Tuosx who are most competent to judge, anticipate before long a crisis of 
importance in the history of the Church of England, arising from the ap- 
proaching prosecution of the Bishop of Lincoln, for setting at defiance the 
judgments of the Privy Council as to matters of Ritualism. The Bishop is 
summoned to appear before the Archbishop of Canterbury on Tuesday, Feb. 12, 
there to answer, as the quaint old legal phraseology puts it, “to certain 
articles. heads, positions or interrogatories to be objected and administered to 
him touching and concerning his soul's health and the lawful correction and 
reformation of his manners and excesses.” The old lawyers were not far wrong 
in putting the question of the “soul's health” in the forefront of the delin- 
quency, and before the“ manners” and “ excesses"’ which call for “ correction 
and reformation."" If Dr. King’s piety were of a scriptural and healthy kind, 
we should not have to deplore the “‘ excesses” he has committed. St. Pau 
speaks of the things which befit the healthy doctrine ” (Titus ii. 1, Marg. R. v.). 
It is the lack of healthy doctrine” which has produced the evil manners 
of Ritualism. 


The [Record contemplates with something of dismay the possible results of 
this approaching trial. To its honour, be it spoken, it rises above all mere 
denominational considerations in asserting boldly that even Disestablishment 
(which it considers one possible result) would be preferable to the triumph of 
Ritualism. It calls attention to “a remarkable admission made by Bishop 
King in addressing the students of the Chancellor's schools at Lincoln, Jan. 5. 
His Lordship, with almost cynical frankness, impressed upon his hearers that 
‘the struggle is for the Sacerdotal character of the Christian Ministry.’ That is 
the exact truth, although it is new to hear it stated by an extreme Ritualist. 

The fashion has been to deprecate objections to vestments and ritual on the 

plea that they mean nothing.” The article closes with these words, as to the 

memorials and manifestoes which are béing signed, “the vast majority, not 
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only of Evangelicals, but of all loyal Churchmen, high and low, sick of prose- 
cutions, and sad at heart that an English bishop should have provoked their 
revival, stand aloof, silent, but not inattentive witnesses of the darkest storm 
and the gravest struggle which a half century full of storm and struggle has 
brought to the Church of England.”

The Pope has made a mistake! Happily, he was not speaking ex 
eathedra,” or his claim to infallibility might have been publicly imperilled. 
He has mistaken the courtesy and attention shown to Cardinals Manning and 
Lavigerie in their late efforts to stir up a crasade against the Mahommedan 
slave-dealers of Africa, as if these were indications of a desire on the part of 
the English in general to submit to his Papal pretensions. He sends a gold 
medal to Cardinal Manning [in recognition of his episcopal jubilee, and with 
it a message of confidence and esteem, throngh Cardinal Lavigerie, who says 
he expresses the wishes and sentiments of his master in speaking of Pro- 
testantism thus: Why do we remain separated? Your English Protestants, 
quite different from the Rationalists of other countries, have preserved the faith 
of their fathers in all the great doctrines of Christianity; they believe in the Holy 
Trinity, in our Lord’s incarnation, in His redemption. They love and respect 
the law of God. Prejudices alone keep them apart from the ancient Church, 
which is ever mourning for them, and even opens to them her maternal arms.” 


In crediting Protestant England (as do the Pope and Cardinal) with a 
“love and respect for the law of God,” they supply the best possible 


‘answer to their own question, Why do we remain separated? That love 


and respect date from the Reformation, before which time the book of the law 
of God was, owing to the long period of Papal domination, comparatively un- 
known in England. It was, under God, to noble William Tyndale more than 
to any other man that England owes the priceless boon of having the law 
of God put into her hands, which she has thus learned to love and respect ; 
but for so doing Rome strangled and burnt him. It is this law of God which 
we both love and respect which prevents Protestants from either loving or respect- 
ing that unscriptural religion which Rome gives her followers instead of the 
religion of Christ. Until Rome returns to the Bible her maternal arms will, we 
are confident, be shunned by all who know and value what the Bible teaches. 


A “new departure” is announced by the Rev. R. W. McAll in his work at 
Paris which seems to be fully justified by existing circumstances. Notwith- 
standing every effort (he says) to lead the converts to connect themselves with 
the surrounding churches, a large number of those whose decision for Christ we 
could not doubt have remained without making a definite religious profession. 
At last we have been guided to a method of procedure which appears to command 
a general approval, and from the carrying out of which we hope for a great 
blessing upon our converts, and a much fuller realisation of the spiritual fruits of 
the work. Our plan is twofold. First, wherever a Mission-hall is placed within 
easy reach of a church, of whatever denomination, which is marked by Christian 
vitality, and the pastor of which takes an active part in our work, we invite that 


_ pastor and his people to form in our mission room a branch of his own church, 


gathering the various attendants for the purpose of preparing them for Christian 
fellowship.” 
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The second feature of his plan is next unfolded thus: “ Secondly, for 
stations of the mission so placed that there is no vital Christian Church within 
easy reach, or where the pastor or pastors of the neighbourhood are not 
thoroughly evangelical, or do not interest themselves in evangelisation, we 
propose to invite any faithful pastor, connected with any of the French denomina- 
tions, who is able to do so, to form in our Mission-hall a complete Mission Church, 
attached to the denomination to which he belongs. By the adoption of these 
two methods we avoid the liability to create Separatist Communities or to form a 
sect, At the same time we consider the undenominational platform of the 
Mission as entirely uninvaded; because all the evangelical bodies are thus 
regarded and treated in the same manner, it is no question to us as to which 
denomination any one belongs, the only assurance we seek being that Of faith- 
falness to the Gospel. 


From our Evangelical Alliance point of view, this plan of Mr. McAll's com- 
mends itself for its wisdom as well as for its simplicity. We only hope that no 
friction may arise in its practical working from the unhappy denominational 
jealousy which sometimes obtrudes itself painfully even among Christian people. 
It would be well, too, to allow perfect freedoni of action to the converts themselves 
as to attending whatever ministry they may find to be most profitable to them. 


There should also be no compulsion exercised as to matters which, according w 
the teaching of Rom. xiv., should be left free to each conscience to act as between 


itself and God. We are glad, therefore, to see the variety of churches with which 
there is already co-operation in this matter, Eglise Reformée, Eglise Libre, 
Lutheran, Baptist, and Wesleyan.” We heartily wish this “ new departure God 


speed.

Ix looking over the sacred page, we find it 
every where abounding with such prohibitions 
and admonitions as these: Judge not, that 
ye be not judged” “Let us not judge one 
another any more. Why dost thou judge 
thy brother? or why settest thou at nought 
thy brother?" “ Who art thou that jadgest 
another man’s servant “Let not him that 
eateth despise him that eateth not, and let not 
him that eateth not judge him that eateth.” 
On the other hand; we find the same page 
abounding, with equal frequency, with such 
precepts and admonitions as these: „Judge 
righteous judgment.” “ Ye shall know them 
by their fruit.” Believe not every spirit 
( professed disciple, or teacher d truth), but 
try the spirits. “ If a man be overtakeu with 
a fault, ye that are spiritual restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness.” “ Reprove, 
rebuke, with all long-suffering and doctrine.”

How shall these seeming contradictory | 
precepts, prohibitions, and admonitions, be 
reconciled ? or rather, how shall we first of all 
have our understandings opened to under- 
stand these Scriptures,” and then have grace 
to conform in heart and life to what they really 
require? Bear this in mind, that a normal 
Christian spirit and life are impossible without 
such understanding and conformity. Let us 
see if we cannot attain to right apprehensions | 
and a corresponding spirit and life on this 
subject. 

You are a member of the household of faith. 
Among these, some are walking in the light, 
as God is in the light,” others “are dead while | 
they live; some are abounding in every good 
work, others are overtaken with faults ; some 
are strong, others are weak and feeble-minded ;

To do this, you must know his moral state as 
itis, As a means of “ doing good to all,” 
the good which you are appointed to do, you 
should seek to know the actual state of each 
and all.

This I continued 
until in a revival, occasioned by my own 
preaching, be became a man of God.

When we 
thus aim to ascertain the real character and 
spiritual state of all around us, for the 
Divine purpose of promoting their immortal 
interests, we “judge righteous judgment,” 
„uon and try individuals as we are 
required to do. 

Suppose, now, that you find yourself asso- 
ciated with professed believers, whom you 
perceive to be God-fearing men, full of 
faith and of the Holy Ghost.”

apostolic times were larger numbers gathered 
into the Christian Church than have been 
converted to the faith in these fields of 
mission enterprise during recent years. The 
Punjab is one of the largest and most im- 
portant of the provinces of our Indian 
Empire. It is than Germany con- 
siderably larger than France containing 
nearly 222,000 square miles, with a popu- 
lation which may be roughly stated at 
23,000,000, of whom 32,500 are Christians, 
112,000 Sikhs, 7,128,000 Hindoos, and 
10,500,000 Mahommedans. In this vast 
territory, the Church of Scotland has four 
mission stations—Sialkot, Gujrat, Chamba, 
and Wazirabad. And her mission staff con- 
sists of three ordained European missionaries, 
a medical missionary, three ordained native 
pastors, and a large number of catechists, 
teachers, and assistants. Besides 160 Chris- 
tian boys and a few Christian girls, 1,600. 
heathen boys and 200 heathen girls are 
receiving a sound Christian education in the 
various schools connected with the mission. 
Mr. Youngson and those associated with him 
have for a long time been itinerating the 
country, preaching in the numerous villages~ 
round the centres of their operations, and 
distributing tracts to those who are willing 
to accept them. Thus Mr. Youngson writes: 
There are at least ten centres in my district 
(Sialkot), each of which is surrounded by a 
large number of villages. Phuklian alone is 
the centre of seventy-two villages.” Such 
work evidently, from its very nature, involves

Missionary Expioration ox tHE Coxdo. 
—One of the agents of the Baptist Missionary 
Society—the Rev. W. Holman Bentley—has 
just succeeded in opening up the road across 
country between Wathen, a missionary station 
on the Congo, and San Salvador. By the 
ordinary route the journey occupies sixteen 
days, but Mr. Bentley succeeded in covering 
the 110 miles across country in eight days, 
and no doubt the journey could be done in 
less time if it were Starting on 
the 4th of September of last year with two 
native guides, six carriers, and three boys, 
Mr. Bentley passed through a thickly-popu- 
lated district, and on the second day came to 
the valley up which the proposed Congo rail- 
way is to pass, should it ever be constructed. 
At Nkela, which Mr. Bentley describes as 
ra her a cluster of villages than a town, be 
was detained for some hours attending on the 
sick, but once clear of the place struck 
straight across the plain of Baula for 
Kinsuka. At this place Mr. Bentley's recep- 
tion was anything but cordial. The chief 
Veya did not appear, but his nepbew and 
representative stated that, while they did not 
object to a single white man, ‘‘they did not 
want any large armed forces passing back- 
wards and forwards through their town, 
no Zanzibaris,” Ke.

Missions To THe Jews.—Mobre is being 
done for Jews-than is commonly appreciated. 
Recent stutistics gathered by a German 
authority show that forty-seven Protestant 
societies have for their exclusive aim the con- 
version of the chosen people. Of course, 
some of these societies have individually but 
a handful of labourers, but the aggregate of 
the working force amounts to 377 mission- 
aries stationed at 135 centres of Jewish 
population. Great Britain, with its fourteen 
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societies, takes the lead in thje good work, in 
which several of the Continental countries 
also participate, while in North America 
there are seven such societies. Among the 
cities where the work for the Jews is prose- 
cuted very vigorously are London, Constanti- 
nople, Damascus, Jerusalem, and Tunis. A 
valuable auxiliary of these endeavours on the 
field is the seminary at Leipzig, established 
in 1886, to train young men for this espe- 
cial work. The renowned 


The sum now raised annually by these is 
double the amount expended in 1881.

that there is now but one missionary to every 
16,976 Jews.—Daptist Missionary Magazine.

Nevertheless, you have 
done wonders, and I can only repeat—may 
God bless and prosper your undertaking !” 

Over 
4,000 patients of four nationalities—Turks, 
Armenians, Greeks, and Jews — received 
treatment in the Dispensary, and some who

from misery. They are fed, clothed, and

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THE WEEK OF UNIVERSAL PBAYER. 


Tae momentous Week of United Prayer has once more been observed in all cou.tries, and 
the fervent supplications of God’s children have ascended through the one mediator, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, with acceptance to the Father of all. This movement, which began 
more than forty years ago, and. was then but as a rivulet flowing from the Living Rock, bas 


now become a mighty river, branching out into many streams carrying its beneficent 
influence into alniost all lands. Some of its blessed results have been the increase of 


brotherly-!ove and union, leading to co-operation for the furtherance of the Gospel and the 


quickening of the missionary spirit, also calling to consecration of heart and life in the 
service of Christ. The Council of the Evangelical Alliance thankfally note that there was 
again this year a larger number of copies of the suggested topics for prayer distributed in 
all parts of the kingdom, thus testifying to the widening of the interest in this annual 
concert in prayer. 

We have only received accounts from some of the places, where it is known that the 
Week of Prayer was observed; but from many cities and towns we learn that the united 
meetings have been attended by larger numbers than in previous years. In some places, 
as at Birmingham, Bridlington Quay, and Croydon, the Week of Prayer was observed 
unitedly for the first time ; and those who were actively engaged in the arrangements have 


every reason to be very thankful for the blessing which God has vonchsafed to their efforts. 


At Edinburgh, where a general united observance of the Week of Prayer has only been 
attempted during the past three years, a comprehensive series of meetings was arranged ; 
and it will be found from our report that they proved to be of increasing interest. 

In London and the suburbs there are some forty different districts where the Week of 
Prayer is unitedly observed, but it is impossible to refer in detail to each of these series of 
meetings. The gatherings in Steinway Hall, convened, as usual, by the Council of the 
Evangelical Alliance, were not so largely attended as in recent years. This was owing in 
part to the dense fogs which prevailed on some of the days. But the spirit of the meetings 
was felt to be all that could be desired. In the City three meetings daily were arranged by 
the City Branch of the Young Men's Christian Association, two meetings being held st 
mid-day in the Centenary Hall, and one in the evening in the Whittington Avenue Hall ; 
all were well attended. The addresses, both at the West-end meetings and at these City 
gatherings, were given by leading ministers of various denominations. At the Mildmay 
Conference Hall two meetings were held daily, as usual, both morning and evening. At 
St. Paul’s Church Room, Onslow Square, there was a daily meeting, and also at Talbot 
Tabernacle, Bayswater, while at Wandsworth gatherings were also held daily in the Down 
Lodge Hall. All these meetings were largely attended: The South London Branch of the 
Alliance also arranged a series of meetings, one being held each evening in various districts, 
such as Newington Butts, Peckham, Brixton, Clapham, and Camberwell Green. 

With regard to the Continent, we have only yet heard from two or three places, but 
hope in future issues to give detailed reports of the observance in e oe 
countries beyond.

at Samsoun had declined to allow bim to 
return to Alacham for the present. 

Another instance of Moslem intolerance 
is shown by the action of the Government, 
whose censor had expunged certain parts of 
the subjects for prayer in the Alliance Week 
of Prayer programme. Men were not to be 
allowed to pray in Turkey for religious 
liberty, the suppression of the slave trade, or 
of the opium traffic !

PARIS EXPOSITION, 1889. 


PROPOSED “SALLE EVANGELIQUE.” 


Tux Council of the Evangelical Alliance have, on two former occasions, in connexion with 
Paris Exhibitions, built a “ Salle Evangelique,” where services have been held during 
the time the Exhibition remained open. In 1867, 4 piece of land, within the Exhibition 
Park, was placed at the disposal of the Council by the late Emperor Napoleon ; and, in the 
building then erected, services were held daily in several languages, not less than 100,000 
persons attending. In 1878, the Council again erected a “Salle Evangelique,” but this 
_ time just outside the entrance to the Exhibition. Here services in several languages and 

meetings of various kinds were held during the months the Exhibition remained open ; 
and large numbers attended the services. : 

The results of these former efforts were so encouraging that, in view of the approaching 
Exposition in Paris in 1889, it is felt that similar special services should be 
organised. The Rev. Dr. McAll, of the Mission Populaire, communicated with the Council 
of the Alliance, expressing his readiness to co-operate in such efforts ; and, after corres- 
pondence, he kindly consented to take the initiative in the matter. At the suggestion of 
the Council of the Alliance, a United Committee to.carry out the has been formed 
in Paris, consisting of representatives of the McAll Mission, the.
